Lind- 
say and Heisey, seeing that the boat 
nvas leaving them, swam back after it, 
but could not overtake it, and feeling 
their strength leaving them, turned 
and started toward a stake not far 
away.

ORDER AND PROCLAMATION ARE 


SOON TO BE ISSUED BY 


THE KING. 


Sovereign Declares He Exercised His 


Constitutional Right in Vetoing 


Consular Bill. 


Stockholm, July 
5.—An order for 


the mobilization of the Swedish army 
has been issued, and a proclamation 
to this effect will probably be issued 
within a week. 
The mobilization is 


intended as a means of giving added 
force to any proposal for settlement 
which the special committee appoint- 
ed by the riksdag may make to the 
Norwegian storthing. 


King Oscar, in an interview, has ex- 


pressed his views on the present sit- 
uation, and said emphatically that he 
would never allow any of his sons or 
his grandsons to accept the Norwe- 
gian throne. In speaking of the atti- 
tude of Norway, me. king displayed 
deep 
emotion, and expressed 
his 


heartfelt sorrow at Norway's treat- 
ment of him after :;_ years of unceas- 
ing labor for its happiness and pros- 
perity. 
His majesty said ho wished 


to convey through the press his grat- 
itude for hundreds of expressions of 
sympathy received from the United 
States. 


King Oscar reiterated his official at- 


terances regarding h'.-, position-on the 
consular bill passed by the storthing, 
and the events whieh followed his 
veto of it, and said: 


"When the king of Norway consid-

"The secretary should not have at- 


tempted a visit to Washington before 
fall." said Dr. Rixey today. "He re- 
ceived the strictest orders from his 
physician in Germany to take a com- 
plete rest after he got home. Instead 
of doing so he went to his office at the 
state department, worried 
over the 


business of that great branch of the 
government and met and talked with 
numbers 
of 
bureau 
officials 
and 


diplomats. The result was bound to 
be disastrous. Had I been in town t 
would have put a stop to that pro- 
gram at once. 


"Our prominent and most active 


public men work too hard, give too 
much _of their vital force, their energy 
and their brains to the government. 


"They take too little exercise, get 


too little sunshine and fresh air,-and 
the inevitable result is death. There 
are too many men in the putrtte ser- 
vice who are wearing themselves out, 
I told Postmaster General Cortelyou 
today that he was doing too much.

David Eankin of Tarkio, Mo. Wears the Double Crown— 


His Dominion Extends Over a Farm of 23,115 Acres 
—He Often Buys as Many as 8,000 Cattle in a Bunch 
From the Rangers for Feeding Purposes. 


David Rankin, of Tarkio, Mo., wears 


the double crown of 'the kingdom of 
Corn and Cattle, and if any one should 
ask by what right, he can point to hij- 
hooks, which show 
that 
he fattens 


more steers for the market than any

grows more corn -than any other man 
in the United States, writes a corre- 
spondent from 
Tarkio 
to the New 


York Sun. 


It is no uncommon thing for him to 


buy 8,000 steers from the ranges and 
ship them to his ranches to be fatten- 
ed, paying a freight bill of $25,000 for 
that one shipment. His dominion ex- 
tends over a farm of 23,115 acres, oi' 
which 14,000 is planted to corn an-1 
2,000 to wheat. He does 
not sell a 


Imshel of corn., but on the 
contrary 


buys as much as 483,000 bushels in a 
year. He feeds it all to cattle and 
hogs. The first law with King Kankiu 
is: 
"Thou shall not sell corn." 


He has given to his neighbors two 


other sayings that are characteristic 
of the man. They are: 


"Hard work and close attention to 


business, even at the age of SO, will 
keep a man young." And: 


"Ne\ er keep a man who can't raise 


two acres of corn every clay he goes 
into the field." 


Although in his 81st year, Mr. Ran- 


kin superintends the .working of his 
great farm. Every day that is not too 
stormy finds him driving around tht 
14 ranches into which 
his holdings 


are divided. They include choice prai 
rie land in Atchison 
and Nodawa 


counties, with about ",000 acres over 
lapping in Fremont county, la. 


He makes 'the trips in a top buggj 


that is generally covered with eithe 
mud or dust and 
is drawn, by two 


horses, well nourished, but not other 


• wise remarkable. 


'"I was 80 in May," he said recently 


"•but I have no idea of quitting worl 
yet. 
1 -froze my face some years ago 


•when I was out in a bad storm, and i 
cause some trouble to one of my eyes 
However, I can get around, and I pro 
pose to as-long as I can sit up in this 
buggy." 


Mr. Rankin is a rawboned Scotch 


Irishman, over six feet in height. A 
and work have not succeeded in stoop 
ing his shoulders. A white beard con 
ceals the lower half of his face, an 
shaggy gray eyebrows that meet, she! 
ter keen, gray ^eyes thai look upon al 
visitors kindly. 


In summer he drives around in his 


shirt sleeves, wearing a plain straw 
hat. In winter he years a long shaggj 
ulster of bearskin, and a fur cap whosf 
peak is pulled down far over his eyes 
so th'at the storm s find nothing but 
this beard exposed. 


"How came you, a farmer, to be 


.millionaire?" he was asked. 


"Climb in here and I'll tell it bettci 


as we go aiong," he replied. 
"'Well,' 


he continued, as he. shook the lines 
and the well fed horses started off at 
a good gait, "it isn't a hard thing to d 
if a man starts in here and 'has any 
hustle." 


"But wouldn't capital help some?" 
"If a man shows any hustle ho can 


borrow all the capital he wants. I've 
paid' 1") and 20 per cent for money, and 
made money with It for myself and 
the lender. 


"I came here from Henderson coun- 


ty, 111., in 1S85. The first money I ever 
had was $52, whin I got from the sal^ 
of a colt my father gave me. I was 
a representative in the Illinois legisla- 
ture for two terms, but I came to Mis- 
souri because I loved farming better 
than politics. 


'•My first purchase of land here 'was 


at ?6 an acre. Land beside it now is 
selling for §75 to f 100 an acre.

world. On these hills the corn soil is 
eight, feet cieep. and in the bottoms it 
is as deep as you'd care to dig. I have 
seen corn growing from soil thrown 
up from the bottom of a well dug clown 
50 feet. 


"You 
couldn't say that of old New- 


York state, could you? Now, if you 
wan to see some Western 
farming, 


look yonder.'' 


He pointed with his whip to a long 


line of mule teams attached io farming 
implements filing along the road, and 
deploying into a huge field vhos? far- 
ther limits were lying somewhere in 
the horizon. A careful count showed 
that there were 72 teams, with three 
mules in a team. They were attached 
to 72 double row cultivators. 


It was 7 o'clock in the morning and 


Mr. Rankin had driven out to see them 
begin their days work, as a European 
monarch might ride out to see a bat- 
tery of light artillery going 
through 


field maneuvers. 


"There are UOO acres of corn in that 


pitch." he explained. "Those 
teams 


and cultivators are giving it its first 
cultivating. 


''We .planted all this corn with dou- 


ble-row listers, each of which ploughs 
and plants two rows of corn at the 
same time. One man can plough and 
plant from 16 to 20 acres a day. I've 
seventy listers, and our average plant- 
ing at the outset of the season was 
from 1,400 to 2,000 acres a day. 


"I save the wages of 100 men every 


day by using machinery. I don't keep 
a man that can't raise an average of 
two acres of corn every day he goes 
into the field. I figure that a man can 
attend to two" acres every day. shell- 
ing.seed cord, 
disking 
the 
ground 


twice, and cultivating it four times, 
all within 50 days, allowing five days 
to go a-fisfihing in that time, if you've 
good men. 


"I pay them $25 a month and board 


•them, wet or dry, and they needn't 
set their feet oil ground after they are 
hitched up." 


"What is the yield to the acre?" he 


was asked. 


"Runs all the way from SO to 140 


bushels. Have raised 140 bushels, but 
that was the scratch yield. The aver- 
age is 100 bushels." 


"What do you do with it all?" 
"Feed it. I buy cattle off the ranges 


in the fall and feed the corn to 'em, I 
keep 'em at the different ranches, and 
feed 'em out doors all winter. 


"The number of cattle at the differ- 


ent ranches varies from a couple of 
hundred to a thousand. 
Didn't buy as 


many feeders last year as before. Corn 
was too high. Can't make profit these 
days paying 40 cents for 
corn 
for 


feeding. 
Only had 5,104 last 
year. 


The orocecds were $308,557.13. 


" Twouldn't 
have

while but lor hogs. They are about 
al! profit. They 
run after the cattle 


and live on the waste. All the corn 
they use is when it comes to fattenin'

To show his stock he stopped at a 


neat looking farm house, which was 
the home of one of his fourteen fore- 


men. 
On the way to the field Tiack 


of the house he said that he paid the 
foremen from $50 a month to $1.000 
a year and house rent. He also said 
that good foremen were hard to get. 


By crawling under or over fences a 


feeding ground was reached, and some 
of the hands picked up on the way 
were sent for horses to round up tne 
cattle. In a short time they had 
a 


)tinch of frightened white-faced Hcre- 
'ords before their owner. 


The hands kept them from running 


ong enough for a picture to be taken. 
Then the feeders were released and 
led with their tails sticking straight 
out like pump handles. 


"What is beef selling for on the 


loof?" Mr. Rankin was asked on re- 
aining the buggy. 
"Four dollars and a half a hundred." 
"To the stock yards?" 
"Yes, and to the packing houses." 
"What will a steer dress?" 
"It dresses fi" per cent. That means

as far as the meat is concerned. That 


ings the cost of the carcass fo the 


retail dealer about $f>.:!0 a hundred."

In tlie tour of his ranches Mr. Ran- 


kin told how he became uMiiillioiiuiro. 
He sj;oke of the early days of his rnar 
lied life, when his wife did not have 
money enough to buy a bread board, 
and kneeded the family baking on the 
head- of a Hour barrel. The reminis- 
cence appeared to give him pleasure. 
He also recalled how he made his first 
purchase of land in the Tarkio valley. 


At noon he stopped for dinner at a 


farm house occupied by one of his fore- 
men, and ate with a relish 
the corn 


bread, the "sow belly," the potatoes 
and the stewed apricots that the farm- 
er's wife served to the hands. Ho gave 
directions here and there and talked 
over tho sitiiHtinn 
;it 
tn« 
ilittVr'Mit 


ranches with his foremen. 


Evidences of his management were 


seen everywhere. 
At this 
place he 


inquired about a new water tank for 


t-he 
stock. Such tanks were on every 


ranch, the water being pumped into 
them by wind mills. At another point 
it was a drainage canal 12 miles long 
which he had excavated io carry oft 
the floods in the spring and winter, 
that had been carrying oft" the mosi 
fertile bottoms in the form of silt, am1 
destroying crops in the summer and 
fall. 


The canal is 15 leet wide and in fee', 


deep. It cost abou' $5:1.000 to exeavaf' 
it, but Mr. Rankin seemed satisfied 
with the expenditure.

that day and wound nn at his office in 
the First National 
bank 
ui Tarkio 


which he founded, and of which he i-- 
the president. 
Here he looked over 


his mail and talked with ais secretary. 
Within a stone's ihrow was tho office 
of the Midland Manufacturing com- 
pany, in which he is largely interested 
and which manufactures the planting 
and* harvesting machinery 
used 
by 


nimseli and his neighbors. 


He is also the owner of the controll- 


ing interest in tho Independent Tele 
phone company, which has 22 loll sta 
tions and connects all of the towns o- 
( 


Northwest Missouri. He is also the 
owner of the electric light plant and 
the waterworks of the. town. 


Mr. Rankin lives in a frame house 


that cost $10,000. which he. regards as 
an cxlravagant expenditure for a man 
who borrows so much money as 
he 


does 
for 
his 
various 
enterprises. 


When his secretary reminded him re- 
cently that he was not spending more 
than one-tenth of his income, he pro- 
tested: 


"That ain't the right way to look 


at it. Money is made to be used, not 
spent." he replied. 


Mr. Rankin has never drank, smoked 


or used profane language. The near- 
est approach he has made to profani- 
ty was his use of the phrase, "dog- 
gone it," but he cut this out some 
time ago for the benefit of his grand- 
son, a small 
boy who seemed 
too 


precocious in strong words. When he 
becomes excited, he sometimes ejacu- 
lates: "Set fire! Set fire!" in a shrill 
voice- 


This expletive has been adopted as 


Ihe yell of Tarkio college, of which 
Mr. Rankin is the financial patron. 
Some years ago. when there was a 
protracted drouth, he and his neigh- 
bors, all members of the United Pres- 
byterian church, put up a united pray- 
er for rain. The rain came and saved 
the corn crop. As a thank offering he 
gave the college 
$53,000. His 
total 


gifts to the 
institution 
amount 
to 


$265,000. 


Mr. Rankin is not a scientific farm- 


er, and does not bother his head about 
the percentage of nitrogen 
in 
corn, 


for that is superfluous knowledge in 
a slate where, the soil is inexhausti- 
bly fertile. 
When it comes to know- 


ing what is going on on his ranches, 
anybody who challenges his knowl- 
edge of any detail wil lhave to "show 
him." 
He looks after his farms 
as 


methodically and minutely as he looks 
after 
the 
details of his bank, 
and 


uie process involves about as much 
book-keeping. Each foreman sends in 
monthly reports covering the minutest 
details of expense and income. 


Mr. Rankin has made his wealth 


by industry and has never 
owed a 


cent-to speculation. All the corn he 
ever bought was real corn and 
was 


turned into visible pork and beef. He 
never 
attempted to 
affect a corner, 


like some others who have worn tem-
